tor should be paid at the same rate a.s a scavenger. This is chiefly 
due to two misconceptions of Mr. Bradlaugh’s. First of all, he had 
been so used to the recognized money standard of honor that he didn’t 
seem able to realize that a man might, under Socialism, be honored 
more for what he was, or for what he did, than for what he got. Sec¬ 
ondly, he was so used to seeing such men as scavengers overworked, 
iindcrpaiil, and generally despiserl that it did not ocefir tj him as pos¬ 
sible that under Socialism every worker would be treated justly and 
respected as a man. But turn the idea the other way round, arnl you 
can reply to Mr. Bradlaitgh’s objection tltat it will ti>' a decidedly good 
society for the average man wliere the scavenger or plowman is as 
well paid as the doctor or the engineer.. However. I sliall luve more 
to .say about our friend the scavenger in a future chapter. 

.•\nolher amusing blunder of Mr. Bradlaugh’s is the idea that if 
an official got no more pay tlian a scavenger he wnuld turn thief and 
rob the imhlic stores. 

That seems to im|ily that the "clever” men. the men who Mr. 
Bradlaugh evidently regardcrl as the salt of the earth, are not, in liis 
opinion, very honest. If an underpaid clerk, in these times, robs his 
employer he is sent to prison—as a rogue. We hear nothing about 
about the ii'.justicc of society or the fully of comiietition ill paying 
him no more than a scavenger. 

But observe, once more, that it muld only l>c under Ideal So- 
rialisiii tliat the official and the scavenger would lie c<|ually paid. There¬ 
fore. there would be nothing for the official to steal but food or cloth¬ 
ing. and as every man would have as much of those as he nccslerl 
for the asking, 1 don’t see what an official would gain by stealing 
more. 

No. The error arises, once more, from a miseonceplion of So¬ 
cialism. The fact is our critics will keep supposing tlial under .'vicial- 
ism the workers would be as bailly treated and a- U-ully rewarded as 
they arc now. 

lart us turn, then, to Mr. Bradlaugh’s first sentence. Sijcialism, 
he says, "would destroy the inceiilives which have piesluccil the clever 
men wIki serve society.” This is the old story alioiit the incentive of 
gain. It comes very curioitsly from the mouth of Mr. Bratllaugh. 
Very curiously, iiulccd. 

Mr. Bradlaugh was a riever m.in. and he had workcil very hard. 
Was gain his iiiccnlive? No one who knows anything of his life will 
suppose so for a moment. It is a marvelous thing. Here we Itad a 
man who ha<l fought a bitter, a terrible, anil uphill liallle all his life 
long for princiiile, a man wIk) was faithful unto death, and wlio died 
poor and cmbarrasseil, and we find him objecting to Socialism because 
it would remove the incentive of gain. 

But there is the slatcniciit, and It is a coinnxin one. Others repeat 
it. They are convinccsl that if existence were no longer a sordid 
struggle for money the genius of the people would die out, anil we 
should sink into liarbarisni, ami retain iiuthing hut the bare necessaries 
of life. 

Well, this is what I call comic. These same men seem satisfied 
with things as they arc. What do their words a“siune? They assume: 

1. That the greatest and noblest of the race arc actuated by 
avarice. Which is not true. 

2. That the greatest and noblest of, the race six'urc the most 
wealth. Which is not true. 

j. TIat the people are at present in the enjoyment of more than 
the necessaries of life. Which is not true. 

4. That the people arc at present in the cnjoynieiit of civiliza¬ 
tion and refinement. Which is not true. 

5. That Socialism would discourage genius and (latTiotism. Which 
is not true. 

0. That Socialism would encourage idleness. Which is not 

true. 

I will take these six errors in their order, and refute thm. 

’II1C first is the assertion that if a clever man were not paid higher 
wages tlian a manual laborer, he would refuse to devote his talents 
to the service of society. 

Now, John, out of their own mouths shall these men be con- 
dciimctl. 

Have you ever read any of the speeches and articles on the pay¬ 
ment of members of school Ixards? You have. What is the stock 
argument uscil against tlte payment of members? 

It is the argigiicnt that to pay members would be to lower the tone 
and impair the iiuality of the board of eihicatlon. It is the argument 
tliat men qf .talent will serve the people lictter for honoa Uum for

Now the faat issthat under Socialism there would be as few officials, 
and as many woMMat as possible., f don’t think you will find the offi¬ 
cials in the pmtrffice more numerous than in any ortlinary business 
house. But the siiriiri.sing part of it is that a really shrewd man like 
Mr'. Bradlaugh should have failed to notice the cnortixiiis mimlier of 
officials, the ukIcss officials, too, who burden every deiiartmenl of 
trade under competition.

We. as Roctnllsto, are vitally Interested in tbe development of civlllxa* 
tion. History for ns Is not a colloetlon of “shallow village tale*,** tbe 
story of the eoronallona. weddings and hurtals of kings. Nor Is U dmply 
an arcount of battles lost and won. so ninny thousand killed on eltber side, 
and this or that king or general given all tlie glory. No. For us the true 
lesson of history Is the story of the progress of mankind by gradual vtepe 
from brutal tavogery to enlightenment, culture and humaDity. A great 
English statesman has wisely said, “Tbe history of tbe future Is to be read- 
in tbe pages of the past.** 

No ooc n^olizes this truth moro than the really sHentlfle Boelallsf. 

Tbe Dianoer In which one systeitt bus grown out of another, feudalhna 
out of slavery, and capitalism out of feudalism. Is most suggestive of tbe 
manner by which tbe Hoclalist itepuhlic will gradually deveJop out of tbe 
present system. 

These are the most Instructive lessons of history. 

Now these lessons, as we have sirendy said, must be Aougbt In tbe hi#- 
tory of tlie people. In the history of their Industrial and social and Intclle^ 
uni lifo**-lr the Ideas that rul<^ and moved humanity from time to time, 
Ttte knowW^dge of these Ideas is of vital Interest to tho Socialist Books, 
IMimphlets. e(i*M represent tbe ideas of (lielr rcsiic<’tlTe times and bate In 
turn Influenced the Ideas of those tln'^-s. Of course we have histories of 
rlvlilxatton aud of llteniture, but no digest or comment enn give tbe Ideas 
of ony author or thinker so well as be cun give them blmsolf la bis own 
lungungv. 

To do this Is the aim of n set of books ret'ently published under tbe 
title of Library of Original Houfvvs. It gives lirsten volumes a history of 
tbe various lines of honion devetupment. And what Is Its special advso* 
Inge, (his history Is given in the original docuincnla that formed tho mile* 
Rtuaes of the development. 

The religious systems of the early nations were the first Ideas of man¬ 
kind The Library of Original Houri'es very prot>crly begins with these 
various religions of the earlUwt antiquity. The first voiuu.e coolalns the 
ftahg^)nlnn ncrount of the creation, the fTialdenn Book of the Hood the 
Hook of the Denil and Hymn to the Nile, the Ve<|lc llyinns of the 
Brnimiahs. the Ijiws of Manii, the writings of the Buddblsta, and of the 
PtWan Zoroaster, And the Rnyitiga of Cimfuelus.
